State Inspector Calls Attention to 


Violatin of The Law 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 5— Aban- 


doned gas wells in many sections of 
Indiana, which are no longer, produc- 
tive -but which still have an appre- 
ciable "blow" of gas are in many 
cases left uncapped in direct viola- 
tion of the state law, Theodore M. 
Kingsbury, state natural gas inspec- 
tor, said today. 


The purpose of capping the wells, 


he said, is to prevent the non-pro- 
ductivc wells from affecting the wells 
which still have a good flow. - 


As the well becomes more exhaust- 


ed, salt water seeps into the porus 
stratum where the gas has been and 
shuts off other wells as well as the 
abandoned one, he said. 


The line for violation of this law 


is $200.
